Former Crellin Resident Remembers 
Years With The Crellin Boys Band 


by Rev. Michael Mudge 
The Crellin Centennia 
Celebration held last August 
21-23 attracted nearly 1.2 
people, most of whom had 
connections to the towr 
Many people returned for 
the first time in years, but 
all had fond memories and 
stories to share. One man 
who missed the centennial! 
but who came back for a 
visit a few weeks later is 
William P. "Bill" Knotts, who 
moved from Crellin to Cum- 
berland in 1926. During his 
homecoming last September 
he shared many recollections 
if having worked as a child 
laborer at the Kendall Com 
pany sawmill during the 
summer months, shoveling 
sawdust out from under the 
mill. Of his many stories, he 


shared most about his years 
with the old Crellin Boys’ 
Band 

Bill played in the band 
from 1920 until 1926. He 
started on the alto horn and 
then learned the slide trom- 
bone. When the 16-year-old 
bass tuba player left Crellin 
to work in Pennsylvania 
mines, the band instructor 
offered that instrument to 
Bill 

The band instructor was 
Vir. Marry Mickey, who was 
originally from Westernport 
When the Kendall Company 
hired him, he moved from

Rehearsals were held 
twice each week for two 
hours in a building behind 
the old company store. The

The Crellin Boys’ Band 
played every year at Meyers 
dale during the county fair, 
and they marched every 
Memorial Day in the parade 
at Addison, where the pa- 
rade would iUTihh aL the Toll 
House.

Tax Receipts 
Pour In Just 
Before Deadline 


Maryland State Comptrol- 
ler Louis L. Goldstein says 
the April flood of individual 
income tax returns, 
estimated tax payments, and 
employer withholding 
returns produced a record 
amount of gross revenue for 
April 1993. "The total 
amount of income tax 
revenue received amounted 
to $619.5 million, exceeding 
the April 1991, record for a 
single month's receipts of 
$592.2 million by 4.6 
percent," Goldstein said. "We 
also set a record for a single 
day’s deposit when $76.1 
million was deposited on 
April 28th - $2.1 million 
higher than the previous 
record set on June 17, 1991,” 
the comptroller added. 

Goldstein pointed out 
that, after refunds and local 
income tax distributions 
were subtracted from the 
record gross receipts for 
April, net General Fund 
state income tax revenue 
amounted to $302,237,659, 
up $30.1 million over the net 
amount received for the 
same month last year. 

The comptroller said an 
important reason for the 
record receipts was the quick 
deposit procedures practiced 
by the income tax division, 
where employees worked 
shifts from 5:30 a.m. until 
10:30 p.m. from April 5 
through April 28 - including 
two Saturdays - to deposit 
629,390 checks. Those 
checks, received during that 
intense period of filing 
activity, totaled 
$479,857,041 

"We record the payments 
and prepare the checks on 
special encoding machines to 
allow the state to earn 
interest on deposits starting 
from 9 a.m., even though the 
deposit is not made until 
later in the afternoon," Gold- 
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stein said 

For the first nine months 
of fiscal year 1993, net Gen 
eral Fund individual and 
corporation income tax reve- 
nue totaled $2.4 billion, a 
growth of $125.4 million 
over the collections for the 
same period of the previous 
year, and approximately $30 
million ahead of estimates 
for the period 


Water Skiing 
Restrictions 
Noted By DNR 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) reminds personal 
watercraft users that it is 
illegal in Maryland waters to 
tow water skiers. On May 
24, new regulations will go 
into effect that will allow 
water skiing from personal 
watercraft that are specifical- 
ly designed for pulling skiers 
and similar activities 

The Maryland Natural 
Resources Police (NRP) will 
be monitoring this activity 
and will issue citations to 
users of persona] watercraft 
(Jetski-type vessels) who do 
not abide by the new and old 
regulations. 

After May 24, a personal 
watercraft can tow a skier 
only if the vessel: has a 
capacity of three people 
(which includes the driver, a

SHA Cautions 
Motorists About 
Construction Sites 


The Maryland State 
Highway Administration 
SHA) reminds motorists 
that every day throughout 
the summer there are more 
than 100 construction work 
zones statewide, and 
motorists should be extreme- 
ly cautious for their own 
safety and the safety of 
highway workers while 
traveling through work 
zones 

"Guiding motorists safely 
through construction work 
zones this summer continues 
to be one of our priorities,” 
SHA Administrator Hal 
Kassoff said. "Motorists, as 
well as highway workers 
need to be aware of the 
potential dangers that exist 
in work zones. Because of 
the dangers, we have taken 
extras step to make our 
construction work zones as 
safe as possible.” 

One preventive SHA 
takes in maintaining safe 
work zones is a work zone 
safety training program that 
has reached national 
prominence and in which 
more than 8,000 state 
emplovees have been trained 
An intense site inspection 
program complements SHA's 
safety training 

Nevertheless, SHA 
reminds motorists of the 
dangers of driving through 
work zones and offers some 
suggestions to ensure a safe 
trip. 

Following are some hints 
to help guide drivers safely 
through work zones 

* STAY ALERT! -- Pay 
attention to where you are 
and what you're doing! It’s 
the most important part of 
driving, especially when 
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approaching and passing 
rough construction zones. 

* PLAN AHEAD - Whe- 

ther you are taking a trip 
ver unfamiliar roads, or just 
making your daily commute, 
construction activity may be 
present on your route. SHA 
regularly provides informa- 
tion to statewide media 
about current construction 
projects. You may want to 
plan alternate routes, or 
leave earlier in order to 
assure you reach your desti- 
nation on time 

* DETOURS -- In some 
cases, detours will be posted 
to advise motorists of alter- 
nate routes. It is important 
to take your time because 
you may not be familiar with 
the detour 

* SLOW DOWN! -- 
Speed limits are often re- 
duced in work zones. Lower 
speed limits are imposed for 
numerous reasons, but pri- 
marily, for your safety and 
the safety of highway work- 
ers. Motorists convicted of 
speeding in designated work 
zones pay double the stan- 
dard fine. These work areas 
are marked with special 
signs that tell drivers speed- 
ing fines are doubled. 

* THINK ORANGE - 
Orange is the standard color 
for all work areas. If you see 
orange, be aware and pre- 
pare to make driving adjust- 
ments 

Although work zones 
may cause delays and incon- 
venience some drivers, they 
are a necessary step in pro- 
viding safe and efficient 
roadways. So, before you hit 
the open road, find out 
where and when the con- 
struction will be occurring 
and try to avoid that area,”

Affordable Electric Fence 
Deters Deer, Protects Plants 


With the arrival of spring 
many people are eager to 
enjoy the pleasures of theiy 
grounds and gardens. Un 


fortunately, in many places 
so are hungry deer 

With the explosive growth 
of Maryland's deer popula 
tion over the last decade 
people in more rural areas 
are finding it almost impos 
sible to maintain a usable 
garden or to protect fruit 
trees and other high-value 
crops from hungry deer, ac 
cording to Jonathan Kays, 
natural resources specialist 
with the Cooperative Exten 
sion Service, Maryland In 
stitute for Agriculture and 
Natural Resources. Even 
suburban residents living in 
more developed areas are 
exper lencing in reased dam 
age to prized plants and 
shrubs 

Fortunately forthem, says 
Kays, an affordable electric 
deer fence has proved effec 
tive in keeping deer out of 
areas up to three acres 

The fence is usually made 
of polywire, a high-visibility 
plastic filament wire inter 
woven with strands of stain 
less steel, which conducts 
electricity. A single strand of 
polywire is suspended about 
30 inches above the ground 
from three- to four-foot-tall 
fiberglass rods at intervals of 
3O to 50 feet. Two strands of 
wire also can be used, one 20 
inches and the other 36 
inches above the ground 

Aluminum foil “flags” are 
attached to the wire with 
tape or clips, The undersides

of the flags are baited with 
peanut butter. When deer 
smell the peanut butter and 
try to eat it, they touch the 
flags with their noses and 
getashock. The shock causes 
no serious damage, but is 
painful enough to leave a 
lasting impression 
“The baited flags are an 
important element of the 
electricfence,” Kaysexplains, 
“because a shock to the nose 
is more of a deterrent than a 
shock to the leg would be if a 
deer walked into the fence.” 
Electrical current is pro 
vided to the fence by a high 
powered charger. Chargers 
with outputs of two joules or 
more are available from elec 
tric fence companies. An 
A.C.-powered charger costs 
the least per joule of output 
and requires little mainte 
nance. In many cases, the 
charger can be located at a 
nearby power source and an 
aluminum wire strung to 
where the fence starts. Be 
cause of the pain caused by 
the charge, landowners who 
install this fence must ad 
dress potential liability is 
sues, including the possibil 
ity of accidental shock tochil 
dren or other people 
Maintenance of the fence 
is crucial to its success. It 
must be checked every day 
for the first few months to 
ensure that the voltage is 
sufficient and that the fence 
has not been knocked down 
The flags must be rebaited 
every six to eight weeks 
This type of fence costs 
less than conventional high 
tensile electric fencing 
about $277 for a three-acre 
It can be taken down 
and moved easily when nec

Like newborns of almost any 
species, poultry peeps have 
not been exposed to a wide 
range of viruses and other 
disease-causing organisms 

So they have not had op 
portunity to build up anti 
bodies that permit resistance 
to maladies like avian influ 
enza--a disease that can 
prove fatal to poultry but is 
not transmissible tohumans 

Even low-level infections 
to which older birds are im 
mune can cause problems for 
poultry youngsters, accord 
ing to Edward T. Mallinson, 
poultry veterinarian for the 
Cooperative Extension Ser 
vice, Maryland Institute for 
Agriculture and Natural 
Resources. Dr. Mallinson is 
a faculty member at the Col 
lege Park campus of the Vir 
ginia-Maryland Regional 
College of Veterinary Medi 
cine 

Mallinson notes that the 
big avian influenza outbreak 
during the winter of 1983-84 
in Pennsylvania actually got 
started in the spring of 1983 
the

There also was an avian 
influenza scare for the poul- 
try industry in the Mid-At 
lantic area this past winter 
And even though no cases

Wild waterfow] hatchlings 
have been known to infect 
range-reared domestic tur 
key flocks with the avian in 
fluenza virus, and they could 
infect other types of poultry 
allowed to run free. So poul 
try producers are advised to 
check hiding places for wild 
waterfowl nests. These hid- 
ing places could be under 
bushes near farm dwellings 
and other buildings--includ 
ing poultry houses 

Other sources of infection 
include: 

* Free-ranging poultry 
wandering to neighboring 
farms. Such birds might also 
be killed by predators and 
their carcasses dragged to 
someone else’s property 

* Contact with the live 
auction market network 

Most large commercial 
poultry flocks are kept in 
confinement these days, 
largely as a health measure 
And Mallinson emphasizes 
that confinement also can 
help prevent the spread of 
disease among small flocks 

A four-page leaflet, Home 
made Comfort Cages for 
Small Poultry Flocks (FS 
429), is available free from 
offices of the Cooperative 
Extension Service through 
out Maryland 

Other biosecurity mea 
sures include 

* Keep various poultry 
species separate. Guinea 
fowl, for instance, may be 
more susceptible to certain 
strains of avian influenza 
than are chickens. Don't take 
chances with a menagerie,

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Garrett District President Bishoff Is 
Currently Serving On Bay Committee

Although Garrett County 
is a long way from the Ches- 
apeake Bay, George Bishoff 
of Friendsville is still con- 
cerned about pollution in the 
Bay. He's concerned enough 
to get involved 

On November 17, 1992, 
Bishoff (who serves as presi- 
dent of the Garrett Soil 
Conservation District's board 
of supervisors) was one of 
over 80 representatives from 
state and federal] agricultural 
environmental agencies, the 
research community, and 
farm and environmental 
organizations who met to 
begin developing strategies 
for reducing the amount of 
agricultural nonpoint source 
run-off entering the Bay 

A large portion of water 
pollution comes from what is 
called “nonpoint sources,” 
pollution that finds its way 
into streams and rivers from 
widely scattered sources on 
the land and in the air 
Nonpoint pollution can come 
from erosion, acid rain, for- 
estry, mining, and from 
cities and towns. It can also 
come from agriculture 

Nutrients, mainly nitro- 
gen and phosphorus, have 
heen identified as 2 major 
nonpoint source pollutant 
affecting the Bay and its 
tributaries. These nutrients 
are contained in animal 
waste, fertilizers, and sludge 
In excess, they upset the 
Bay's ecological balance and 
can harm aquatic life. The 
1987 Chesapeake Bay Agree- 
ment committed Maryland 
and other Bay jurisdictions 
to a 40% reduction in nutri- 
ents entering the Chesa- 
peake by the year 2000 

The Chesapeake Execu- 


Nonpoint Source Initiative 
Committee is a cooperative 
effort between the Bay 
States of Maryland, Pennsy!- 
vania and Virginia, federal 
agencies and the agricultural 
community. Bishoff is serv- 
ing on the Intergovernmen- 
tal Coordination and Part- 
nership Subcommittee 

"The Committee was 
developed to try to insure 
that farmers did their part 
to reduce the nutrient reduc- 
tion goals set for the Bay,” 
Bishoff said. "Somebody has 
to take the time to help 
represent the farmer. I just 
felt obligated to represent 
agriculture - the farmer." 

Bishoff accepted an invi- 
tation from Governor Wil- 
liam Donald Schaefer to 
serve on the committee 
Schaefer is chairman of the 
executive council, which 
created the initiative. Bishoff 
serves on the committee asa 
representative from the 
Maryland Association of Soil 
Conservation Districts. He is 
second vice-president of the 
state organization and has 
been chairman of the Gar- 
rett Soil Conservation Dis- 
trict since 1978.

Bay,” Schaefer said in a later 
letter 
Bishoff, a fourth genera- 
tion Garrett County farmer, 
grew up learning about soil 
conservation from his tather 
He remembers his father 
installing a diversion ditch in 
the 1940's, possibly one of 
the first conservation efforts 
in Garrett County. That 
ditch, which was dug with a 
two-bottom drag plow and 
leveled with a pull-type grad- 
er, is still being used today 
It still serves its purpose of 
protecting the land below it 
from erosion 
Bishoff says one of Gar- 
rett County's main problems 
concerning conservation 
efforts is the red tape of 
getting permits for even time 
tested and proven tech- 
niques. Last year it took one 
farmer four months to ob- 
tain a permit to put in a 
culvert so his cattle could 
cross a stream without walk- 
ing through it and making 
the water muddy every time. 
"The time element and 
complexity of dealing with 
multi-layered federal and 
state agencies and regula- 
tions discourages and frus- 
trates land owners to the 
point that it’s 
ductive,” Bishoff said 
One of the Intergovern- 
mental Subcommittee’s 
recommendations is for 
various agencies to work 
together to set up a permit 
policy which will expedite 
the procedure. If the agen- 
cies worked together they 
could issue the farmer one 
permit instead of requiring 
him to contact each individu- 
al department. Delays would 
be eliminated without creat- 
ing more bureaucracy 
The Intergovernmental 
Subcommittee is also recom- 
mending that farmers have 
better representation on the 
original Chesapeake Bay 
Commission, which has only 
one member who is a farm- 
er 
"Somehow the proportion 
of agriculture representation 
on the Bay Commission 
[must be] corrected to give 
agriculture a fair representa- 
tion,” Bishoff said. "The 
people who own and work 
the land aren't represented.” 
"George has been very 
helpful,” said Stacy Seidlitz 
of Bishoff's work on the 
committee. Seidlitz repre- 
sents the Maryland Secre- 
tary of Agriculture on the 
Committee. "It really brings 
back reality to have the 
farmer's input. People like 
George have been great and 
have been very involved." 
The Intergovernmental 
Subcommittee will present 
its report to the Agricultural 
Nonpoint Source Initiative at 
its next meeting. The initia- 
tive will then combine its 
three subcommittee reports 
and present a final report to 
the executive council in

BLUEBERRY-RHUBARB CRUMBLE

3 cups fresh or frozen blueberries 
2 cups fresh rhubarb cut into l-inch pieces or 2 cups frozen 
cut rhubarb 
1% cups regular rolled oats 
2/3 cup packed brown sugar 
4 cup all-purpose flour 
Ya cup margarine or butter 
Ye cup sugar 
2 tablespoons all-purpose flour 
Whipped cream 

Thaw fruit, if frozen. Do not drain. For crust, in a large 
mixing bowl combine the oats, brown sugar, and the 2 cup 
flour. With a pastry cutter or fork, cut margarine or butter 
into oat mixture until mixture resembles coarse crumbs 
Reserve 2/3 cup crumb mixture for topping. Pat remaining 
crumb mixture into the bottom of a greased 9 x 9 by 2-inch 
baking pan. Bake in a 350° Foven for 10-15 minutes or until 
light brown 

Meanwhile, for filling, in a large mixing bow! combine 
the blueberries and the rhubarb. Add the sugar and the two 
tablespoons flour; toss to coat well. Spoon atop baked crust 
Sprinkle with reserved crumb mixture. Bake in a 350° F 
oven for 45-50 minutes or until golden. Serve warm with 
whipped cream.

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Farm Bureau Meets The Needs 
Of Garrett County's Farmers

Farm Bureau is a free, 
independent, non-govern- 
mental voluntary association 
of farm families and those 
with related interests 

Farm Bureau is local, 
statewide, national and in- 
ternational and non-secret 
in character. It is organized 
to provide a means by which 
farmers can work together 
toward the goals upon which 
they agree. It is wholly con- 
trolled by its members and is 
financed by dues covering 
county, state and national 
membership, paid annually 
by each member family 

The Garrett County Farm 
Bureau was organized 53 
years ago to meet the needs 
of the farming community as 
it existed in the 1940s. The 
times have changed, but the 
problems continue, only of a 
different magnitude. We, like 
everyone today, are con- 
cerned about the environ- 
ment. Many are asconcerned 
as we are about the safety of 
our food supply. We eat the 
food we produce so we only 
want to eat food that is safe 
to eat 

In January five members 
went to Annapolis to testify 
on HB-132 which wouldhave 
combined the Department of 


Natural Resources (DNR) 
and the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Agriculture (MDA). 
It was overwhelming to the 
committee to see the support 
from Farm Bureau in its op- 
position to this bill. HB-132 
did not pass thanks to Farm 


Bureau 

SB-34 wasabill that Farm 
Bureau supported but at the 
last minute it died in com- 
mittee. SB-34 was abill about 
private property rights. 
Hopefully next year we can 
get this bill passed. We are 
strong believers in the rights 
of individuals to maintain 
control over our own prop- 
erty. 

Through our resolutions 
we have instigated several 
policies which the state Farm 
Bureau has adopted. 

Going back several years 
ago, a committee of the 
Garrett County Farm Bu- 
reau looked into the commu- 
nity colleges in the state. This 
committee was composed of 
Emerson Bishoff, Foster 
Yost, Wilbur Meyers, 
Claudia and Wayne 
Hamilton and Bill Umbel. 
Thanks to the Garrett Farm 
Bureau, their study got the 
idea of a community college 
off the ground and we have 
Garrett Community College 
as the result of the Garrett 
County Farm Bureau. 

Garrett County Farm 
Bureau meets with our 
elected officials to presentour 
views on various subjects. 
We have a member on the 
Salary Study Commission 
and are involved with other 
government agencies. There 
are presently 192 members 
in the Garrett County Farm 
Bureau. 

Farm Bureau is the voice 
of agriculture in public af- 
fairs. Our policies stem from 
the people on the land. Farm 
families discuss issues, talk 
them over in the community 
and make recommendations

Dr. Kling is originally 
from Frederick County 
Maryland. He wasborn and 
raised on a Holstein dairy 
farm, and moved here in 
1983 after graduating from 
grad school. He has a 
bachelor's degree in dairy 
science from Virginia Tech 
and a D.V.M. degree from 
the University of Florida 
One of his classmates was 
from LaVale and knew Dr 
David Rawe of Grantsville 
This classmate knew that 
Dr. Rawe was looking for 
an assistant, and when Dr 
Kling came to Grantsville 
for an interview it was just 
the second time he had ever 
been in Garrett County 
My father and I had been 
up to Garrett County for a 
cattle sale once,” he said 

‘Dr. Rawe was very ac- 
cepting. I felt comfortable 
and liked the people here. I 
worked with Dr. Rawe fora 
year, moved away for two 
years and then came back 


So, | worked for him four 
years all together 

Dr. Klingsays he became 
interested in embryo trans- 
plants im undergraduate 
school. “| wrote some pa- 
person the subject, did some 
studying and spent some 
time with practitioners, and 
my interest just kept grow- 
ing. Being raised on a Hol- 
stein farm, I've always had 
that urge to breed cattle and 
show cattle and all that's 
still there. | also like veteri- 
nary medicine. It’s a good 
way to combine all of it.’ 

There is a sporadic 
amount of work in this area 
There are about 16 farmers 
around here, active ones 
who are doing it continu- 
ally, Dr. Kling explains, but 
he does a good bit of work in 
Somerset County, Pa., the 
northern part of West Vir- 
and northern Vir- 


ginia 
ginia. “We used to travel as 
far as Jamestown, New 


York, Maryland's Eastern 
Shore, Lancaster, Pa., and 
West Middlesex, Pa. We've 
cut back. We used to fly 
Tom Glotfelty would fly us 
on those long distance trips 
but we've cut back because 
it's gotten harder for one 
person to do all of that,” he 
said 

Dr. Kling explains the 
process. He says a client 
willcall with acow he wants 
to flush. The cow needs to 
be at least 60 days fresh and 
cycling. When she comes 
intoheat, Dr. Kling will wait 
until mid cycle (9-13 days 
into her cycle) and start her 
on shots of FSH (follicle 
stimulating hormone) and 
that hormone makes the 
cow produce multiple fol- 
licles. “ Instead of produc- 
ing one or two follicles at a 
time, she'll produce many 
up to 30 good eggs on a 
flush. It varies between 
cows and between flushes 
on one cow,” he explains 

With another hormone 
he'll bring the cow into heat 
(estrus), and along with 
that, he'll bring into heat 
the recipients, so the donor 
cow and the recipients are 


all in heat roughly within a 
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DR. RONALD KLING uses his ultrasound machine on a 


to diagnose reproductive problems, to detect the viability of a 


48 hour period (24 hours on 
either side). The farmer will 
then go ahead and breed 
the cow with multiple units 
of semen, and a week later 
Dr. Kling will flush out the 
embryos. “What recipients 
will work that day, we'll go 
ahead and transfer the em- 
bryos fresh and what em- 
bryos we don't have recipi- 
ents for we'll go ahead and 
freeze them,” he describes 
“You can pretty commonly 
get a 75% pregnancy rate 
from the fresh embryos and 
greater than 55% from the 
frozen ones 
“It’s not too hard to get 
everything timed right 
Usually the first flush can 
be confusing After that, it's 
not that difficult. The farmer 
has a lot to do with the orga- 
nization. We tel! him what 
to do but he has to do it 
Dr. Kling explains 

Dr. Kling says the pro- 
cess 1s very cost effective for 
the cows that are being 
flushed. “It varies quite a 
bit as far as if the farmer 
has made the correct mat- 
ing,” he says, and adds, “If 
it's a wrong mating, or the 
bull becomes a flop, then it's 
not very successful. But if 
it's a good mating and the 
bull stays as popular or be- 
comes more popular, its 
good economically. And it 
varies too. If the embryos 
are all bulls, and the farmer 
has nobullcontracts, it may 
not pay. On the average 
you ll definitely make out.’ 

Today the procedure 1s 
all done non-surgically 
There's no surgical proce- 
dures involved. Dr. Kling 
says that eight ornine years 
ago, veterinarians were still 
doing embryo transfers sur- 
gically in the recipient. But 


today, it’s all done 
nonsurgically. “When they 
first started doing ETs (em- 
bryo transfers), they were 
doing the donor cow collec- 
tions surgically too,” Dr 
Kling exclaims. “I'm glad 
we're not doing that now 
When you do them sur- 


gically, a cow that’s in the 


milking string is not only 
stressed and her production 
drops, but her milk has to 
be thrown away through- 
out the withdrawal period 
Done nonsurgically we 
don't use any antibiotics at 
all,” he said 

Dr. Kling is the sole prac- 
titioner of New Vision 
Transplants. His wife 
Linda. does all the book- 
keeping, andin the past has 
been a technician; and 
Sherry Beitzel is the tech- 
nician. The services pro 
vided by New Vision Trans 
plants include on-farm 
nonsurgical embryo collec 
tion and embryo freezing 
They are certified through 
the American Embryo 
Transfer Association 
(AETA), and are recertified 
every three years by practi- 
caland written exams. They 
are also approved to do ex- 
port work for the European 
Economic Community 
(EEC) 

“We have a mobile van 
which enables us to drive 
onto the farm and hook up 
to the electricity. This gives 
us a controlled lab environ- 
ment that's EEC approved 
he explains. He continued 
by explaining that he is not 
a broker for export, but does 
a lot of collection of embryos 
that get exported. “We work 
through a broker,” he says 
“They ll contact our client 
if they want embryos out of

She ex- 
plained that because of her 
mother’s condition, they moved 
from their home in lowa to Den- 
ver, Colorado, hoping that the 
higher altitude would help her 
respiratory problems. Later on 
they found out that Colorado 
Springs could help her even

Mrs. Helbig said that her 
grandfather (her mother’s fa- 
ther) went from his home in 
lowa to New York on business 
two or three times a year. There, 
he would meet the ships that 
came from Europe and hire the 
arriving immigrants to move to 
lowa to work on the midwestern 
farms.

He was a 
banker and established banks in 
his state. He was a state legisla- 
tor, and all inall, a very success- 
ful man. He and his wife had 14 
children 

While in New York on one 
of his business trips in 1910, he 
was reading the New York 
Times one day and saw an ad in 
the paper that said there was a 
place in Garrett County, West- 
ern Maryland, called Mt. Lake 
Park that was a health resort for 
people with respiratory disease 
He finished his work in New 
York, and came to Mt. Lake 
Park. He found out that there 
was a farm on the edge of Mt 
Lake for sale and bought it 

Mrs. Helbig said, “he wired 
our parents in Denver - they 
were in their carly 20s - wired 
them that they had purchased 
this farm, and it hopefully would 
be a good place for them to live 
and healthy for her mother 

The Stevensons and their 
four-year-old daughter 
Catherine, came to Garrett 
County by train. “I remember 
the train trip and the night we 
arrived so well,” Mrs. Helbig 
said. “The train got in late at 
night. There weren't any taxis 
in those days. They had horses 
and buggies to haul people 
around. It was 11 o'clock at 
night when we got in at the 
Oakland Train Station. At that 
time there wasn’t anybody to 
haul us, so we walked from the 
station to the corner where the 
Lutheran Church is now and 
there was a boarding house there 
where we spent the night. The 
next day we got a horse and 
buggy to take us out to the farm 
It was 1910." 

Mrs. Helbig said her Uncle 
Charles, her mother's brother 
traveled with them on the train 
to care for her mother’s two 
horses. “Our mother loved to 
ride, so they brought her horses 
Grandfather wasn't going to 
have her be without a horse 
Dan and Buck were her two 
riding horses. They spent that 
first night ina freight car parked 
at the station.” She said that her 
Uncle Charles stayed with the 
horses and helped unload them 
and the rest of their belongings 
the next day.

Last week The Republican carried some great news After 
two years of joint effort with the University of Maryland, 
GCC was finally able to announce a new academic degree 
program - Agricultural Management Technology We are 
especially pleased that we were able to gain approval for this 
degree because we know that agriculture is deeply rooted in 
Garrett County’s life and culture. We have always believed 
that GCC, as the community's college, should be supporting 
the farming community, helping farm families prosper and 
preserve their traditions 

The Agricultural Management Technology degree | Is 
unique in the state and a prototype for the nation. GC C, 
Maryland's smallest college, is joining forces with Maryland's 
biggest university in order to bring an outstanding program 
of agricultural studies to Garrett County. The Institute of 
Applied Agriculture of the University of Maryland, College 
Park, currently offers a two year 60 credit Certificate. The 
Institute will bring its agricultural program to the GCC 
campus, making GCC a satellite of College Park for the 
purposes of this program. In past years several Garrett 
Countians attended College Park to earn this prestigious 
certification. Presently the Institute has four job openings for 
every graduate. Dr. Ron Seibel, Director of the Institute of 
Applied Agriculture, has visited Garrett County many times 
in the last two years to help in the development of the joint 
program 

In addition to earning the Institute's Certificate, students 
who attend the program at GCC can earn GCC’s associate 
degree in Agricultural Management Technology Students 
who attend the program in College Park cannot earn such 
a degree. Furthermore, the total tuition cost for those who 
attend GCC’s program is lower than the total cost for those 
who take the program at College Park 

The Institute of Applied Agriculture will hire a full-time 
professor to be permanently sited at Garrett Community 
College. GCC’s faculty will supplement the instructional 
staff. In addition, the Institute secured a grant from USDA 
to offer distance education instruction transmitted from 
College Park to GCC. 

We believe that this program is well suited to the needs 
of Garrett Countians. People who want to learn the most 
current techniques in farm management and production will 
be able to acquire an education while continuing to live at 
home, working their family farms. 

We are very proud to be able to bring this new and 
innovative educational opportunity to Garrett County. For

With spring approaching, cattle producers become con- 
cerned with the potential for severe infectious bovine 
keratoconjunctivitis (IBK or pinkeye) outbreaks in calves 
yearlings, and heifers. The specific conditions under which 
such outbreaks occur are still largely unknown, although 
some key elements have been identified. Aconstant factor is 
the occurrence of virulent strains of Moraxella bovis in the 
affected cattle. In addition, it is also evident that there are a 
number of predisposing factors that play a role in setting the 
stage for these outbreaks. Occurrence of these predisposing 
factors can be highly variable and this is the reason for the 
unpredictable nature of pinkeye outbreaks 

Important predisposing factors are, (a) the absence of 
protective concentrations of specific or cross reactive anti- 
bodies against the pilus serotype expressed by the infecting 
M. bovis, and (b) presence of large populations of face flies 
Although other factors, such as intense sunlight or tall grass 
are commonly thought to predispose cattle to pinkeye infec- 
tions, the published evidence does not bear out a strong 
correlation with disease. Rather, these factors may affect 
face fly population levels 

Most young calves have maternal immunity to several 
common M. bovis pilus types to which their dams have been 
exposed. Eight pilus types have been described to date 
among AM. bovis strains in the U.S.A. When calves are 
vaccinated with “pilus vaccines,” they respond with serum 
and lacrimal antibodies against the pilus serotypes used in 
the vaccine, and these are usually the most frequently 
encountered serotypes 

Prevention is a much more economical and cost-effective 
approach to solving the pinkeye problem in dairy and beef 
herds than treating already infected herds. Treatment 
programs often are labor intensive. Treatment can include 

* Topical application of antibodies, furacins, sulfas and 
corticosteroids 

* Injections of antibodies and corticosteroids into 
subconjunctival tissue. Intramuscular injection of long- 
acting oxytetracycline is frequently used 

* Suturing the eyelids closed in severe cases. Adhesive 
eye patches are sometimes substituted for suturing, but 
these patches can be rubbed off by the animal or fall off due 
to poor adhesion

Algae In Farm Ponds 

It is somewhat early in the season to see so much algae 
growth in our ponds. It has grown at such a fast pace that the 
mats are already floating. Extensive algae growth presents 
several potential problems. The long strands of growth can 
actually trap fish or cause off-flavor in fish. A large amount 
of algae can cause severe oxygen depletion and sometimes 
pH problems 

The most common algae found in our fresh water ponds 
is called Pithophora. It can be controlled with chemicals, but

Amendment Would Increase

Senior Citizens’ 
Medicaid Waiver 
Gains Approval 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer announced last 
week that an application for 
a Medicaid waiver for home 
and community-based care 
for the elderly has been 
approved by the Health Care 
Financing Administration 
HCFA), the federal agency 
which oversees state Medic- 
aid programs 

The waiver was requested 
by the Maryland Office on 
Aging and the Department 
of Health and Mental 
Hygiene (DHMH) to enable 
275 elderly people to be 
discharged or diverted from 
nursing homes. Those 
approved to participate in 
the program will be placed 
in less costly group homes 
for the elderly under a 
program known as Senior 
Assisted Housing and 
regulated by the Office on 
Aging 

‘This marks the begin- 
ning of a new era in commu- 
nity care for of the 
state's most vulnerable 
the frail elderly,” 
said Governor Schaefer ‘By 
granting Maryland this 
waiver, the federal govern 
ment is allowing our state to 
offer more flexibility in 
helping senior citizens who 
can no longer care for 


some 


citizens -- 


themselves, but who may 
nol wish lo go into a nursing 
home." 

The goal of the state in 
asking for Medicaid waiver is 
to slow the growth in 
nursing home utilization by 
strengthening the capacity of 
small group homes to care 
for nursing home eligible 
seniors 

"Currently, $439 million, 
or 22 percent, of the state's 
$2 billion Medicaid budget is 
spent on nursing home care,” 
said Nelson J. Sabatini, 
Secretary of DHMH. "With 
this waiver, the state will be 
able to expand its Medicaid 
expenditures in community

Heart attacks kill 600,000 
Americans annually, making 
heart attacks America’s 
number one health problem 
according to the American 
Heart Association. However, 
half of these deaths can be 
prevented when an individu- 
al learns “to recognize the 
early warning signs and 
symptoms associated with a 
heart attack and immediate- 
ly seeks emergency cardiac 
care," said Linda Stresky, 
R.N., cardiac rehabilitation 
nurse at Garrett County 
Memoria! Hospital 

"Most heart attacks are 
preceded by a clear warning 
signal," continued Stresky 
"These warning signs in- 
clude: uncomfortable pres- 
sure, squeezing or pain in 
the center of the chest last- 
ing two minutes or more 
pain spreading to the shoul- 
der, neck, jaw, arms or back, 
and dizziness, fainting, 
sweating, nausea and/or 
shortness of breath. If indi- 
viduals experience any of 
these symptoms, it is imper- 
ative that they seek emer- 
gency medical care to pre- 
vent disability and death." 

"Garrett Memorial's emer- 
gency room is fully equipped 
and staffed to provide the 
initial phase of cardiac care 
as required by the patient,” 
said Jeff Hinebaugh, R.N., 
emergency room nurse man- 
ager at Garrett Memorial.” 

The three main diagnostic 
tools used to diagnose a 
heart attack include patient 
history, electrocardiograms,

The cardio-pulmonary labo- 
ratory performs EKG 
trocardiogram) testing, 
which records the electrical 
currents moving through the 
heart muscle.

“*MYTH*** Botanic il insecticides are natural prod 


ucts toxic to pests but harmless to 


other living things 


‘othing could be further from the truth Plant 
derived poisons are only sometimes less toxic to man than 
synthetic agri-chemicals 

Rotenone, from the roots of derris plants, is toxic if 


swallowed or inhaled. Both pyrethrum and rotenone are low 


in toxicity to mammals, yet highly toxic to fish. The vardstick 
hort-term toxicity is the LD50 or 
lethal dosage needed to kill fifty percent of a group of test 
animals (rats, rabbits, etc.). When you compare LD50 fig 
ures, the chemical insecticides malathion and sevin rank 
safer than nicotine sulfate, a botanical poison derived from 
tobacco 


for comparing acuti 


No matter whether the chemical comes from a 
laboratory or a plant, it pays to be careful 

““*MYTH*** Fall is the best season for pruning 

This is false for several reasons. Shrubs and trees 
store carbohydrates (food materials) in their branches and 
leaves, so fall pruning can reduce their cold hardiness 

Azaleas and other spring-flowering plants would 
bloom poorly if pruned in fall, as next year’s flower buds are 
present at that time. Such plants are best pruned in spring 
right after petals fall 

“*MYTH*** The soil under oaks and pines is 
acidic 

In actuality, these plants are merely the above- 
ground growth of fungus organisms liv ing in the soil. Some 
fungi live on buried lumber, dead roots, or fine particles of 
organic matter. Others live in harmony with tree roots 
assisting in the uptake of water and nutrients. A few cause 
plant disease. The sudden appearance of mushrooms does 
not mean the lawn needs lime, fertilizer or anything else. If 
you object to their sprouting in lawns or gardens, use a rake 
to dispose of them. There is no chemical control for mush- 
rooms 

“"*MYTH*** Moss growth in lawns shows a need 
for lime 

This is not necessarily true. Acidic conditions could 
be responsible for moss crowding out your grass, but so could 
excessive shade, poor drainage, low fertility, and a host of 
other causes j 

***MYTH*** When it comes to garden chemicals, if 
a little bit is good, a lot is better 

This myth is not only false but dangerous 
or tripling the dose of any garden input can have disastrous 
results. Weed killers used in this manner can injure plants 
you never intended to harm, not to mention leaving long- 
lived residues in soil Over-use of insecticides may kill 


Doubling 


beneficial bugs, harm plants, and render vegetables unfit for 
consumption. Doubling the recommended rate of any pesti- 
cide increases the chances of poisoning people by inhalation 
absorption through the skin, and by other routes 

Fertilizers used too heavily will burn plants, pre- 
vent seed germination, and contaminate water resources 
Even organic fertilizers such as manure can cause harm if 
you use too much 

Storing Onions 

Harvest onion family crops when the tops have died 
or in the late fall before the ground freezes. Allow the plants 
to dry for several weeks before storage. Spread them out on 
an open screen off the ground 

Do not try to store bruised or thick-necked bulbs 
Storage should be in a dry, well-ventilated area with a 
temperature near 32 degrees. Place the bulbs in mesh bags 
half full, and hang them from overhead hooks in the storage 
area or put them in open slatted crates, half full, andstacked 
on cross bars 

Slight freezing will not be harmful if the bulbs are 
not handled while they are frozen. When stored properly 
the onion family bulbs should keep through the winter

While bovine soma 
totropin (BST) is still await 
ing approval from the Food 
and Drug Administration 
several bills regarding its use 
have been introduced in Con 
gress 

Current legislative pro- 
posals fall into three areas

Companion bills (S.734 
H.R. 1904) introduced by 
Wisconsin Democrats Sen 
Russ Feingold and Rep 
David Obey, would require 
the secretary of agriculture 
to study the economic im 
pact of the use of BST on the 
dairy industry and the price 
support program 

The legislation would 

temporarily” prohibit the 
sale of milk from cows re 
ceiving BST until the results 
of this study are submitted 
to Congress.

Moratori- 
ums were put in place in 
some states, including Min 
nesota and Wisconsin, but 
have now expired.

Hit In Mexico 
lhe popularity of cheese 
in Mexico is nosurprise, since 
it 18 a Staple ingredient in so 
many Mexican dishes.

Mexico has a significant 
and growing yogurt market 
Its per capita yogurt con- 
sumption in 1990 was about 
9.2 pounds per year, com- 
pared to 4.2 pounds in the 
United States. According to 
Mexico Business Monthly, 
despite a higher cost than 
the domestic product, U.S 
yogurt held eight to 10 per-

Each homeowner should 
examine trees on the prop- 
erty for gypsy moth cater 
pillars. The caterpillars pre 
fer oaks, but will feed on 
leaves of many trees and 
some shrubs or ornamental 
plants,” said Robert H 
Tichenor, dr., chief of the 
department's Forest Pest 
Management Section 

Gypsy moth caterpillars 
with their characteristic 
double rows of five blue dots 
and six red dots, feed 
through five or six growth 
stages, and will be about 
three inches long in late 
June when they begin turn- 
ing into the typical smooth 
brown pupae. Adults will 
emerge in mid-to late July 
the females will lay egg 
masses and die by early 
August. The velvety, tan egg 
masses, about 1% inches 
long and 3/4-inch wide, will 
stay in place until tiny cat- 
erpillars hatch next spring 

To protect trees from 
damage by gypsy moth cat- 
erpillars, property owners 
now should place burlap 
bands on trees to physically 
remove the caterpillars or 
consider spraying the trees 
when caterpillars are seen 
in large numbers,” said 
Tichenor 

Burlap bands, made of 
12-inch-wide pieces of bur- 
lap or similar material 
should be wrapped around 
tree trunks at 4-5 feet above 
ground. String tied around 
the middle of the bands al- 
lows them to be folded in 
half, forming two flaps about 
six inches wide 

“The larger caterpillars 
that craw! down from the 
leaves during the day to hide 
and rest will crawl] under 
the burlap band for shelter 
Homeowners should chock 
under the burlap flap at 
least once each day, destroy: 
ing any caterpillars found 
under the band,” said 
Tichenor 

Another option to con- 
sider is for the homeowner 
or a commercial pest con- 
trol firm toapray an insecti- 
cide using ground applica- 
tion equipment
